statehood bill remains in a condi- 
tion of suspended 
animation. 


When it is to be resuscitated no 
one knows. The stalwarts, as 
those have come to be known 
who ' stand for the despotism of 
the Committee on Rules, threaten 
that it must be the omnibus bill 
or none. The protagonists in 
the fight for Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma do not believe the stal- 
warts have the arrogance and 
the effrontery to persist in their 
tyranny to this extremity. They 
believe that when the Speaker 
and his Committee on Rules be- 
come convinced that the insur- 
rectors will not surrender they 
will relax their despotism suffi- 
ciently to permit the House to ex- 
press its judgement in this one 
instance at least. 


But at present neither side be- 


trays the slightest disposition to 
recede. The stalwarts profess 
to have the insurrection under 


control; If they did, th« debate 
on the tariff bill would be stop! 
ped abruptly and the statehood 
bills and the attendant rule would 
be brought in forthwith; their 
failirre to do that is proof that the 
Speaker knows he not now sup- 
ported by a majority. 


Neither the objurgations of the 


Speaker nor the anathemas from 
the White House have had any ap- 
preciable effect.

Statistics are witness to 


tho fact that infant mortality is near- 
ly always due to malnutrition which 
in Its turn is caused by milk of poor 
quality. Of a thousand nurslings that 
died before they were a year old. over 
a third on an average perish through 
digestive disorders. 
In some cities 


the average is far higher; in Nantes 
more than a half, in Troyes nearly 
four-fifths.

VEGETABLE THAT KEEPS TIMI 


Plant of Borneo Has • Remarkable 


Peculiarity. 


There is a venerable'old riddle, so

vegetable timepiece?" The smart man 
who knows It all or was expected to 
answer: "When I get a turnip"—tur- 
nip being at one time facetious for a 
watch that wouldn't go. The correct 
answer is: 
"When I get up at 8 


o'clock." Say that aloud and YOU will 
recognize a pun-that would blush to 
blazon into print. 


Now it appears that In Borneo there 


la a plant which Is known as the 
clock-plant, and which In a rough sort 
of way registers the time of day. It 
has leaves of two sizes, one of which 
acts in the capacity of a minute hand, 
which keeps moving until 4 o'clock 
p. m. and the other keeps going until 
morning. 
The larger leaves act as 


the hour hand. Starting in a position 
when all the leaves lie close to the 
stem, with the points hanging down, 
they rise gradually until they turn 
toward the top, and then they drop to 
their former position. 
It takes the 


smaller leaves about one minute to 
go through this performance, and the 
longer leaves just about one hour.—

The stalwarts, as 
those have come to be known 
who ' stand for the despotism of 
the Committee on Rules, threaten 
that it must be the omnibus bill 
or none. The protagonists in 
the fight for Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma do not believe the stal- 
warts have the arrogance and 
the effrontery to persist in their 
tyranny to this extremity. They 
believe that 
when the Speaker 


and his Committee on Rules be- 
come convinced that the insur- 
rectors will not surrender they 
will relax their despotism suffi- 
ciently to permit the House to ex- 
press its judgement in this one 
instance at least. 


But at present neither side be- 


trays the slightest disposition to 
recede. The stalwarts profess 
to have the insurrection under 


control; If they did, the debate 
on the tariff bill would be stop!

failrre to do that is proof that the 
Speaker knows he not now sup- 
ported by a majority.

Plant of Borneo Haa • Remarkable 


Peculiarity.
